And  whereas  a W'rit  of  Election,  bearing  date  the 
2nd  day  of  .lune,  1894,  has  been  issued  for  a general 
election,  and  it  is  desirable  to  make  provision  under 
which  all  persons  qualified  to  be  voters  and  who  have 
sent  in  their  claims  to  vote  at  the  date  of  the  issue  of 
such  Writ,  and  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
section  13  of  the  said  “Legislative  Electorates  and 
Elections  Act,  1894,”  should  be  registered  as  voters 
and  entitled  to  vote  at  the  said  general  election,  and 
for  this  purpose  to  dispense  with  the  necessity  for 
posting  the  names  for  two  months  previous  to  entering 
the  same  on  the  Register  of  Voters  as  required  by 
section  6 of  the  Provincial  Voters  Act : 

Therefore  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has 
ordered,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Collector  of  Voters  to

2.  Each  Collector  shall  forthwith  jiost  up  in  his  office 
a list  of  all  names  so  transferred  to  the  Rei;istor  of 
Voters,  and  a copy  thereof  shall  be  placed  in  some 
conspicuous  place  on  the  outside  of  the  door  of  such 
office. 

3.  Any  voter  may  by  written  notice  to  the  Collector 
to  be  given  not  less  than  eighteen  days  before  the 
election,  object  (stating  the  ground  of  such  objection) 
to  the  retention  of  any  name  or  names  entered  under 
authority  of  this  order  upon  the  Register,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  Collector  forthwith  to  cause 
written  notice  of  such  oiqection  to  be  mailed  to  the 
person  whose  vote  is  objected  to,  and  that  he  will  hear 
and  decide  such  objection  on  a day  to  be  named  by  the 
Collector  in  such  notice. 

4.  The  Collector  shall  hold  a Court  on  the  tenth  day 
before  the  election  (not  being  Sunday,  and  if  Sunday 
then  on  the  ninth  day)  for  the  purpo.se  of  hearing  and

“STREETS  BY-LAW,  1894.” 


ISjf-lAtn-  to  roiinoUtfotc.  ami  aniciid  cortahi  Jii/-  hairx 
rrlatiai/  to  the  const  riiet  ion,  tna  i ntena  nee  a n<t  fe)>aic 
o/’ streets  in  the  (.'it;/  o]'  yanainio  and  to  reijatate  tite 
lialdie  traffic  thereon. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  amend  and 
consolidate  the  By-Laws  relating  to  streets.  Be 
it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo  as  follows: — 

1.  All  public  footpaths  and  sidewalks  shall  be 
graded,  constructed,  maintained  and  re])aired  by  the 
Uouucil  at  the  expense  of  the  Corporation,  except  as 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

2.  All  public  footpaths  and  sidewalks  shall  be  made 
of  wood,  stone,  tiles,  Inlck  or  such  other  material  as 
the  Council  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution 
order,  and  shall  be  of  one  uniform  gradient,  width  and 
material  tliroughout  the  entire  length  of  the  block 
abutting  on  any  street,  and  shall  have  a fall  of  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  to  the  foot  towards  the  street. 

3.  Every  wooden  sidewalk  shall,  unless  the  Council 
by  resolution  order  otlierwise,  lie  constructed,  accord- 
ing to  tlic  specification  next  following,  namely  : two 
inch  planks  8 inches  wide  and  uniformly  sawn,  with 
'bearings  4x4  indies  and  cross-bearings  where  required, 
and  posts  4x4  indies  ]ilaced  on  fiat  rocks  not  less  than 
'9  inches  wide,  and  2 inches  thick;  if  the  sidewalk  lie 
not  more  than  0 feet  wi<lc  it  shall  have  tliree  bearers, 
if  it  be  more  than  (i  feet  and  not  more  than  8 feet  wide 
it  shall  have  4 bearers,  anti  so  on  in  proportion  to  any 
greater  width;  all  jiosts  sluill  lie  properly  braced  with 
1x4  inch  scantling,  all  plankings  shall  lie  nailed  with 
4h  inch  steel  nails,  tivo  nails  to  each  liearing,  anil  all 


1.3.  No  person  shall  break,  tear  up,  or  remove  any 
planking,  pavement,  or  sidewalk,  curbing  or  macada- 
mizing, or  other  road  surface,  or  make  any  excavation 
in  or  under  any  street  or  public  sidewalk,  or  deposit 
anj'  building  material  thereon  for  the  purpose  of 
building  or  otherwise,  or  erect  thereon  any  fence, 
building,  barricade,  or  obstruction  of  any  nature  or 
any  kind,  without  having  first  deposited  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  with  the  City  Clerk  (to  be  refunded  on 
the  work  being  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Street  Committee  of  the  Municqial  Council)  and 
obtained  permission  in  writing  from  the  iMuuicipal 
Council  or  Street  Committee  to  do  so,  and  in  case 
any  such  permission  be  granted  the  work  so  per- 
mitted shall  be  done  only  under  the  direction  of  the 
Street  Committee  of  the  Municipal  Council,  and  the 
person  to  whom  such  permission  is  granted  shall 
forthwith  complete  the  work  and  rejilace,  relay,  and 
make  good  whatever  he  may  have  broken,  torn  up, 
removed,  or  excavated  under  such  permission. 

14.  The  person  obtaining  such  permission  as  last 
aforesaid  shall  during  the  continuance  of  the  work  or 
olistrnction  in  question  keep  and  maintain  all  such 
fences,  lights,  and  watchmen,  and  take  such  further 
precautions  as  may  be  necessary  to  ]irevent  accidents 
to  jiersons  or  property,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Street  Committee  or  the  Mayor,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  accidents  that  may  occui'  to  any 
person  or  propert}'  by  reason  of  such  work  or 
obstruction. 

15.  No  person  shall  place,  or  cause  or  allowed  to  be 
placed,  any  goods,  wai-es,  merchandise,  or  other  article 
u])on  oi-  over  anj-  street  or  public  sidewalk;  Imt  this 
]irovision  shall  not  interfere  with  the  reasonable  ami 
expeditious  use  of  a portion  of  a street  or  sidewalk  for 
the  taking  in  or  delivering  of  merchandize  or  othei- 
goods. 

Ifi.  No  person  shall  .saw  or  sjdit  cord  wood  or  fire- 
wood upon  any  street  or  pulilic  sidewalk,  ami  no  per- 
son shall  stand  on  any  sidewalk  witli  his  saw-horse  or 
saw  so  as  to  obstruct  passengers. 

17.  No  person  being  the  owner  or  jnirchaser  of  any 
cordwood,  firewood,  or  coal,  whicli  has  been  deposited 
upon  any  street  shall  permit  it  to  remain  on  such 
street  longer  tlian  12  hours. 

18.  Every  occupier,  and  in  ease  there  is  no  occu- 
pier, every  owner,  lessee,  or  agent  for  the  alisent 
owner  of  any  building  or  land  abutting  on  any  street, 
ami  every  person  having  charge  or  care  of  any  church, 
chapel,  school,  or  jiublic  bnihling  abutting  on  any 
street,  shall  cleanly  sweep  and  keep  free  from  dirt, 
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(lust  snow,  ice,  <>i'  incumlu-iuico  tlie  |iavenieiiL  or  side- 
wnlk  iuul  tliu  f,'utt(T  or  wiitcrcourse  in  front  of  siicli 
Inuldin-'  or  land  Indore  nine  o’clock  in  tlie  morning  of 
ca(di  (lav  except  Sunday,  and  in  case  any  .snow  or  ice 
shall  l)c' so  frozen  that  it  cannot  he  removed  without 
injury  to  the  sidew:dk  or  pavement,  he  shall  strew  tlie 
same  with  ashes,  sand  or  other  suitable  substance. 

lit.  Kv(  ry  p(U'son  riding  or  driving  along  any  street 
shall  keep  to  the  leftdiand  side,  except  when  passing 
another  horse  or  vehicle  which  is  going  in  the  same 
direction,  or  standing  still. 

go.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  any  horse  or  other 
animal  in  any  street  to  a gallop  or  at  a jiace  exceeding 
six  miles  an  hour,  or  on  any  bridge  at  a pace  faster 
than  the  natural  walk  of  said  horse  or  other  animal. 

gl.  No  i)erson  shall  ride,  drive,  lead  or  back  any 
horse  or  vehicle  or  any  wheelbarrow  or  other  hand 
carriage  (except  hand  carriages  for  children),  against, 
over  or  along  any  footpath  or  sidewalk,  unless  crossing 
it  at  a proper  crossing  to  enter  or  leave  any  premises. 

gg.  Nb)  person  siiall  wantonly  fire,  light,  or  set  off' 
any  camion,  gun,  pistol,  fireworks  or  explosive  sub- 
stance. 

g;i.  No  person  shall  wilfully  cut,  hack,  carve,  break, 
daub  with  ]iaint,  or  in  any  other  way  injure,  deface  or 
disfigure,  any  public  or  private  building,  wall,  fence, 
railing,  sign,  monument,  post,  bridge  or  other  property. 

g4.  No  person  shall  throw  or  cause  to  he  thrown,  or 
deposit  or  cause  or  allow  to  run  on,  anj'  of  the  foot- 
paths, sidewalks,  highways,  streets,  thoroughfares  or 
any  puWic  place  within  the  City  limits,  any  filth,  rub- 
bish, ashes  or  offal  of  any  kind,  or  any  substance 
which  may  be  a nuisance. 

g.i.  No  person  shall  take  away  any  gravel,  sand  or 
earth  from  any  street,  scpiare  or  any  public  place  with- 
out liaving  first  obtained  permission  in  writing  from 
the  Municipal  Council. 

gff.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  sec- 
tions of  this  by-law'  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  of 
this  by-law. 

27.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-huv,  shall,  upon  con- 
\dction  before  the  Mayor  or  any  Justice  or  .Justices  of 
Peace  for  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  on  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion of  any  credilde  witness,  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the 
discretion  of  said  Alaj’or  or  .Justice  or  .Justices  of  the 
Peace  convicting,  a penalty  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 


fifty  dollars,  and  not  less,  exce])t  for  the  fiist  offence, 
than  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  evci’y  offence 
exclusive'  of  c(jsts,  and  in  default  of  ])ayment  thereof 
forthwitli,  it  shall  and  m.ay  be  Lawful  foi'  the  .Mayor  or 
.Justice  or  .Justices  convicting  as  aforesaid,  to  issue  a 
w'arrant  under  his  hand  and  seal,  or  in  case  the  said 
Mayor,  .Justice,  or  Justices,  or  any  two  or  more  of 
tliem,  are  acting  together  therein,  then  under  the  hand 
and  seal  of  one  of  them,  to  levy  the  said  jienalty  and 
costs,  or  costs  only,  by  distress;  and  in  case  of  no  suf- 
ficient distress  to  satify  the  said  jienalty  and  costs,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Justice  or  Jus- 
tices convicting  as  aforesaid,  to  commit  the  offender  or 
off'enders  to  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  jails,  with  or  with- 
out hard  laljour,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six 
calender  months,  unless  the  penalty  and  costs  be  sooner 
paid. 

28.  “The  Nanaimo  Streets  By-Law',  1875,”  (No.  4), 
“The  Nanaimo  Footpath  and  Awning  By-J.^aw,  1875, ”■ 
(No.  5)  and  “The  Nanaimo  Streets  By-Law,  1888,”  are 
hereby  repealed. 

29.  This  By-I.,aw  may  lie  cited  as  the  “Streets  By- 
Law',  1894.”
